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Elba BOE makes changes in policy

The Elba City School Board has 
approved two changes to policies. 
One is a board policy dealing with 
requirements for admission to Elba 
schools and the second is a code of 
conduct and discipline plan for the 
elementary school, 

The “Code of Conduct and As- 
sertive Discipline Plan” was de- 
signed by a group of the elementary 
school teachers. This committee met 
with the school board last week and 
official blessings before the proposal 
was explained to students and par- 
ents. It is now in force. Copies of the 
new policy were given to students 
and sent home to parents last week. 
There is a form to be returned to the 
school. This form is on the last page 
and must be signed by the student 
and a parent and will be placed in 
the student’s folder. The signature is 
not to show approval of the policy, 
but acknowledges receipt of it. 

The plan spells out to the student 
what constitutes correct discipline, 
incorrect discipline and the pun- 
ishment for infractions. Teachers ex- 
plained to the board members that 
they would be recording behavior 
problems of each students in grade 
books. Each time a student breaks a 
rule, two points will be deducted 
from the student’s conduct grade. 

They will also be rewarding stu- 
dents for good conduct. 

* Those who maintain an “A” av- 
erage for the entire semester will be 
recognized at Honor’s Day with an 
Honorable Conduct Award. 

The rules are as follows: 

1. Follow directions the first time 
they are given. 

2. Use correct voice for the activ- 
ity. 

3. Keep hands, feet, objects and 
negative comments to yourself. 

4, Raise your hand for per- 


mission to speak or to get out of 
your seat. 

5. Use appropriate behavior on 
school campus. Examples: bath- 
rooms, bus loading Zone, gym, 
halls and cafeteria 


Those maintaining an “A” average 
in cunduct for the six weeks will 
receive the following: 


1. An invitation to a “good con- 
duct" party with a special party 
theme 

2. Their picture and name in The 
Elba Clipper with an article. 

3. A letter to the student's par- 
ents praising their good conduct 
and thanking the parents for their 
support. 

4. Recognition at break to 
present the letters for their par- 
ents. 

5. A good conduct ribbon to wear 
the day of their party. 


A student can qualify for the hon- 
or roll in other areas but be dis- 
qualified by a poor conduct grade, 
teachers explained. Their reasoning 
for this was that some students might 
misbehave and still learn, but their 
talking, etc., would be creating an 
environment that would hinder other 
students from learning, 

Three offenses on the same day 
will result in a trip to the principal’s 
office for discipline. 

Parents of students who are sent 
to the office for discipline problems 
will be notified (by mail) of the first 
trip and the student is expected to 
explain the offense to the parent. 
The second trip to the office will re- 
sult in the child being sent home for 
the remainder of the day. 

If no contact with the parents can 
be made, the discipline form will in- 
dicate that the child cannot return to 
school until 11:30 the following day 


and must. be accompanied by a par-- 


ent. 

The third trip to the office will re- 
sult in a three day suspension. Stu- 
dents in grade K-3 will be sent home 
in the care of a parent. Students sus- 
pended in grades 4-6 will be sent to 
In-School Suspension at Elba High 
School. 

All students will be provided 
classwork and homework assign- 
ments, 

A fourth trip to the office will re- 
sult in a five day suspension and a 
warning to parents that further dis- 
cipline problems will be referred to 
the juvenile authorities, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
noted that official board policy sull 
allows for corporal punishment (pad- 
dling) under a strict set of guide- 
lines. 


SCHOOL ADMISSION POLICY 

The Board policy dealing with 
school admission was amended. The 
policy already requires proof of im- 
munization for various com- 
municable diseases, a written objec- 
tion of the parents based on religious 
grounds or a doctor’s statement that 
the shots would be detrimental to the 
health of the child.

“A number of issues confront the 
district court. While many of the 
problems involve social questions, 
the district judge must respond with 
a decision limited by law and further 
limited by resources. 

“Violence, intimidation and drugs 
cannot be tolerated in our schools. 
the response by the judicial system 
must be certain, swift and decisive. 
The goal of education cannot be 
achieved when students and faculty 
are fearful of their safety and the 
minds of students are clouded by 
controlled substances,” 

Blair continued, “Illegitimate 
births, especially among teenage 
mothers, are at a record high, While 
the solution to the problem in the 
first instance may be beyond control 
of the judiciary, the district court can 
insure that parents either financially 
support their children or go to jail.

A shooting incident which oc-

Two men were struck by gun- 
fire while two other individuals, a 
4 mother and daughter, were in- 
j volved in a wreck as un indirect 
result of the shooting incidents. 

According to Lt. Freddy Han- 
chey, at approximately 8:05 p.m. 
in the evening, Elba police re- 
sponded to a complaint in Mul- 
berry. Police were told that sub- 
jects had been shot on Reynolds 
SL. 

Upon their arrival, police 
found two men who had been 
shot, Amanuel Magwood, age 32, 
of Birmingham, Alabama was 
wounded by gunfire in the right 
leg, Bobby Frank Jordan, age 29, 
of Elba was wounded in the right

arm, They were taken to the hos- 
pital by private vehicle. 

Also responding to the scene 
was a unil of the Elba Rescue 
Squad. Upon their arrival, they 
found that two persons had been 
injured in an automobile accident. 

Reportedly, Sharon Burks, age

Burks, age 7, were injured when 
the automobile in which they 
were riding was stuck by a vehi- 
cle fleeing the scene of the shoot- 
ing incident. 

According to authorities, the 
car which hit the Burks’ car was 
not involved in the shooting, but

The Burks were admitted to 
the hospital while Magwood was 
transported to a Dothan hospital. 
Jordan was treated and released. 

At press time, Elba police are 
continuing the investigation and 
further details will be released at 
a latter date.

A warrant for Cunningham's ar- 
rest was signed on Feb, 8 by a parent 
of the victim, An investigation into 
the incident was begun at that time 
by the Elba Police Department and 
the Department of Human Resourc- 
es, 

Personnel from DHR assisted the 
police in interviewing the victim, 

Parker described a charge of rape 
in the second degree to involve “a 
person that would not be of age of 
consent,” 

If convicted, Cunningham could

The policy now requires that 
complete academic records on the 
new student have been received 
from the previous school before the 
Student is enrolled in the Elba 
schools.

As we prepare for these town 
meetings, Congress is still along way 
from agreeing on the kinds of “get 
tough on criminals’ legislation that 
the country really needs. 

Just look at the U.S, House of 
Representatives. To date, the House 
has passed no crime package, and 
instead has chosen to enact a few 
“feel good” bills which authorize 
more police on the street and more 
drug treatment for prisoners but do 
not provide any way to pay for them. 
So they're dead in the water. 

House Republicans came up 
with an alternative crime bill, not 
only providing money for more po- 
lice to patrol our neighborhoods, but 
also paying for more prisons. This 
mainstream crime package, authored 
by Congressman Bill McCollum, has, 
so far, been ignored by the House 
liberals, 

On the other side of Capitol 
Hill, the U.S, Senate has been more 
productive, passing acomprehensive , 
crime bill on November 10th, 

The Senate bill does have some 
positive provisions including $3 bil- 
lion for new high-security prisons, 
and $9 billion for additional police. 
Unfortunately, the remaining $10 
billion of the Senate bill goes for 
“sideshow” proposals which do little 
to aid law enforcement. 

In the coming weeks, I will 
outline inthis column the elements of 
HR 2872, the McCollum House Re- 
publican Crime bill. I will also offer 
my interpretation of the public’s 
Views as expressed at the two upcom- 
Ing Lown meetings on crime in Mont- 
gomery and Dothan,

I am not sure why this section of 
Alabama was so much slower to Z0 
to mechanized farming, unless we 
were poorer, 

When WWII came about nearly 
everyone still used mules. I have 
even seen young children using 
sticks, about the size of a broom han- 
dle, to knock down corn stalks. They 
could not even afford to buy a mule 
drawn stalk cutter, Of course, during 
WWII there were many things that 
were no longer made even if people 
could afford to buy. This meant that 
we were stuck with small farms that 
one family could operate and make 
barely enough to subsist. By todays 
standards there were lots of families 
that were living below the poverty 
level, This was not really a problem. 
They got by and there were so many 
in the same boat that nothing was 
thought about it. 

The entire family worked on the 
farm. They worked from early til 
late. Lots of children went to school 
part of the time, Saturday was a day 
to take time off and maybe go to 
town. In the 1930's the town would 
be filled with mules and wagons. We 
had several watering troughs around. 
The ones I recall were cast iron, 
about 18” across and 6 feet long with 
a rounded bottom. A water faucet 
was on one end to fill it as the mules 
drank it dry. The Courthouse Square 
had mules and wagons pulled up and 
they literally covered about all of it. 
Of course, in that time there was no 
inside drives, it was sod all the way 
around and the massive oak trees on 
three sides gave shade when it was 
hot. I might add that Elba had thou- 
sands of English sparrows. The mule 
droppings all over the streets and 
square gave them a feast. 

We had several men who bought, 
sold, and traded mules. I will try to 
get that later. Very few people had 
riding horses or buggy horses. That 
was a luxury, and few could afford 
some thing that didn't make them 
some money. 

When I recall the houses of the 
1930's it is hard to believe that peo- 
ple lived that way. Plenty are alive 
today and grew up in those unpaint- 
ed, board and batten, two or three 
room places, They were for the most 
part unsealed and the floors were not 
even tongue and groove, When the 
floor boards shrunk there were 
cracks between each board. Of 
course, there was no electricity or 
running water. The toilet was an out- 
house and most often not even over 
a dug pit, but just left open about 18" 
up in the back, fe 

While I am at this, I want to inject 
a little levity. There were lots of 
times that I would not have told this 
in mixed company. Times have 
changed. Right here in Elba we had 
outhouses as I described. John Gar- 
rett, Jr. has repeated this to me many 
times while laughingly teary eyed. 
Joe Jernigan, Jr, and John were boy- 
hood friends. The Jemigans lived 
over in New Town. Althea Jemigan 
and her girl friend went to the out- 
house. Joe and John saw them going 
and decided to scare them, The girls 
tied the calico string from one nail to 
the other to close the door. John and 
Joe went behind the outhouse and 
proceeded to scare the young girls. 
Those girls broke the string and fell 
down with their bloomers around 
their ankles. They recovered in a 
hurry when they heard Joe and John 
laughing. Althea grabbed Joe by the 
arm and got the gall berry brush 
broom with her other hand and wore 
it Out on him. She could not catch 
John. 

Back to life in those hard times. 
Most families had a dug out water 
well, They dug a square hole about 4 
feet square until they got deep 
enough to hit firm clay or dirt that 
would not cave in. You went until 
you struck enough water to fill the 
lower part of the well. Several peo- 
ple were employed as “well dig- 
gers”. They knew how to do it. One 
person that comes to mind was 
Rance Stoudemire, a man of color 
that did the job up into his elderly 
years, Usually a wood frame work 
was built around and a frame of 
heavy wood up above and across to 
hold the tackle (this was a cast iron 
wheel with an axle with sides going 
tO an eye on top to attach to the 
wood), The rope went through the 
tackle and a bucket was attached to 
be lowered into the water, When the 
bucket filled it was pulled back up. 
This was done for bathing, cooking, 
washing clothes, drinking water and 
even watering the stock. Some of the 
well-to-do had terra cotta side walls 
and had chain instead of rope. Also 
some erected a round device with a 
crank handle to wind the rope or 
chain around, This made it go up and 
down with much less man or, more 

yobably, woman power, 
3 Plowing with the mule involved 
using a middle buster to break up the 
land. This, as implied, turned the dint 
to both sides. The turn plow just 
tumed it to one side and made fur- 
rows. They usually used Vulcan or 
Oliver steel beam plows. This meant 
the beams that held the replaceable 
ints, slides, and the curved blade 
turned the dirt over. #6 or #7 
were for one horse plows, #11 or 
#13 were two horse plows-Georgia 


racket stocks were wooden except 
the metal that ran down to. the 


ground that held the sweeps, They 
were wing-like with a square hole in 
the middle that was to have a square 
headed bolt to hold it in place, These 
were usually carried to a black smith 
to temper, set the angle, and sharpen, 
These went to a shallow depth and 
kept the weeds and grass cut off. 

With the mechanized farming and 
one man able to do the work ok eev- 
eral families, we have seen the grad- 
ual demise of those squalid days of 
yesteryear, Life is much easier. 
Many of the older people living in 
Elba today will read this and think, 
“How does he know this is how I 
grew up?” I was born and reared into 
a caring family. We had a hardware 
Store and sold all kinds of farm hard- 
ware. People would ask me what 
they needed to use. I never plowed a 
furrow row in my life, but I had to 
know how it was done and how peo- 
ple lived. 

You rarely see any of the share- 
cropper houses. Most of the country 
homes are brick veneer, Of course, 
there are not many that make their 
living on the farm either.

Man has been called a religious 
animal, The Encyclopedia of Relig- 
ion and Ethics lists hundreds of ways 
in which men have tried to satisfy 
their longings and feelings. They 
have worshipped the sun, moon and 
stars; earth, fire and water; idols of 
wood, stone and metal; fish, birds 
and animals. They have worshipped 
countless gods and spirits which 
have been the products of their own 
perverted imagination, Others have 
attempted to worship the true God 
through a vast variety of sacrifices, 
ceremonies, sacraments and servic- 
es. But religion, however sincere, 
can never solve man’s sin problem 
for at least three reasons. 

Religion can never satisfy God. 
Religion is man’s attempt to make 
himself right with God, but any such 
attempt is futile because even man’s 
best efforts are flawed and so are un- 
acceptable to God. The Bible could 
not be clearer: “all our righteous acts 
are like filthy rags,” (Isaiah 64:6). 
God demands perfection; religion 
fails to meet that demand. 

Religion can never remove sin. 
Our virtues can never cancel out our 
vices. Good deeds can never remove 
bad ones. If a person gets right with 
God it is “not by works, so that no 
one can boast,” (Ephesians 2:9). No 
religious effort or experiences 
christening, confirmation, baptism, 
holy communion, churchgoing, 
prayers, gifts, sacrifices of time and 
effort, Bible reading or anything else 
- can cancel out a single sin. 

Religion can never’ change 
man’s sinful nature. A person's be- 
havior is not the problem, only the 
symptom. The heart of man’s prob- 
lem is the problem of man’s heart, 
and by nature man’s heart is corrupt 
and depraved. Going to church and 
taking part in religious ceremonies 
may make you feel good, but they 
cannot make you good. “Who can 
bring what is pure from the impure? 
No one!” (Job 14:4)

some of the religious activities 
menuioned above are obviously 
“good” in themselves. For example, 
it is right to go to church, to read the 
Bible and pray, because God tells us 
to do these things. But you dare not 
rely on them to make you right with 
God. Not only are they powerless to 
do so; trusting in them actually adds 
to your sin and to your condemna 
tion : 

If religion cannot help, what can? 
God's desire, as expressed in the 
Bible, is that we have a personal re- 
lationship with Him, How is this 
possible? 1 Peier 3:18 says, ‘For 
Christ also suffered once for sins, 
the just for the unjust, that He might 
bring us to God, being put to death 
in the flesh but made alive by the 
Spirit.” Jesus died for our sins on the 
cross and rose from the dead, so, that 
by trusting His completed work of 
redemption, we might be brought 
back into right standing with God, It 
is a relationship with God through 
Jesus Christ His Son that we need. 
Religion won't help, but a relation- 
ship will! 


Utility Members Use 
Record Amount Of 
Electricity In January 


Members of South Alabama Elec- 
tric Cooperative consumed a record 
amount of electricity during January 
1994, In fact, January 19th set a new 
peak demand for electrical require- 
ments at the cooperative. The peak 
demand in our three-county area oc- 
curred between 6:15 a.m. and 6:45 
a.m, on that day. This new demand 
exceeded the peak demand set dur- 
ing the March 1993 snow storm by 
some 19.8%. This new record dem- 
onstrates the extreme temperatures 
experienced by our area this winter. 

The cold weather during January 
will result in above normal utility 
bills for all consumers as collective- 
ly they used some 17,374,000 kilo- 
watt hours of electricity during the 
month. This is 24% more kwh’s than 
was used during the snow storm of 
last March, 

South Alabama Electric Coopera- 
tive General Manager Max Davis 
said the cooperative is pleased that 
the electric system was able to han- 
dle the high electric use required by 
consumers without major problems. 
He said the cooperative continues to 
make system improvements aimed at 
insuring the system is capable of 
handling such high demands for 
electricity. “Major improvements in 
the electric system have been com- 
pleted in the last few years and we 
are currently finishing up a $4 mil- 
lion two-year construction work 
plan,” Davis said. ‘“‘We are also in 
the process of identifying areas on 
the electric system which will re- 
quire improvements beginning in the 
Spring of 1995,”

The church’s first pastor was 
Rev, George Flournoy. The church 
was named Elba Zion by George 
Steven, Judge of Probate. In the fol- 
lowing years, its membership grew, 
ind a new and larger building was 
lecided upon. In 1905, a committee 
was formed and the church put on 
campaign rallies from time to time. 
In 1906, the church was contracted 
and built by W. B. Perdue, (contrac- 
tor and builder) for six hundred dol- 
lars ($600.00). As years past, Elba 
Zion Baptist Church prospered and 
new deeds were made and successor 
of S. W. Rowe, Judge of Probate, 
October 1908. 

The church has called on twenty- 
one pastors to serve her. The church 
has ordained twenty-two deacons, a 
number of clerks, six Sunday School 
Superintendents, six pianists and six 
BTU directors. Our present pastor is 
Rev. John Lee Grayer, who came to 
us on February 10, 1972. Our 
present deacons are: Jim L. Lee, 
John L. Bullard, Shelly Davis, Sam 
Siler, Willie C. Tillis, and Walter 
Hardwick. Our present superinten- 
dent is Willie C. Tillis and our 
present pianist is Gladys Yelverton. 

In 1960 the church added a kitch- 
en consisting of a refrigerator, a hot 
water heater, a gas stove, tables, a 
number of cooking utensils and a 
new piano. In 1965 four rooms were 
added to the church. The church was 
completely bricked. In 1966 new 
pews and carpet were purchased and 
installed. In 1967 the water fountain 
was purchased and installed. In Oc- 
tober 1972 twenty thairs were added 
to the kitchen area and more repair 
work was done. In 1973 a heating 
and cooling system was installed. 
Elba Zion is completely renovated 
with new contents throughout the 


church in which we are dedicating to 
God today. In 1975 the picture of the 
Lord’s Supper was purchased by Ed 


Blue and donated to the church in 
memory of his mother and father, 
the late Mr. and Mrs. Grady Blue. 
The bulletin board out front was pur- 
chased in 1975 by the church. 

In 1976 the church purchased a 
register board, added a front porch, 
and a wall clock was donated in 
memory of the late Vela Gray. In 
1980 a new piano and organ were 
purchased by the church. In 1981 
Mrs. Lillie Barns donated a check 
for $250.00 to the church to buy 
hymn books in memory of her par- 
ents, Deacon and Mrs. Vela Gray. 
The church purchased two more 
hymn books that year, making a 
grand total of 45 books. 

In May 1983 the church was 
painted and carpet was installed on 
the front porch. March 10, 1984, 
Rayfield Reynolds donated a book 
case to the church on behalf of the 
usher board. September 1984, the 
church purchased a Zerox machine. 
February 12, 1985, the church pur- 
chased a file cabinet. March 1985, 
the church’s pews were covered. 

December 1987, a ramp was add- 
ed to the church to aid the handi- 
capped, and in 1988 a new refrigera- 
tor was added to the kitchen. 
October 1989, the church was re- 
roofed. December 1991, the church 
purchased another new piano. 

Sunday, August 4, 1991, deacon 
ordination service was held for Wal- 
ter Hardwick. Although, many have 
departed this life and are numbered

As we Strive to rebuild and re- 
gain the many tangible blessings lost 
during the 1990 flood, we must be 
ever mindful that Jesus said: “There- 
fore, I tell you do not be anxious 
about your life, what you shall eat, 
nor about your body, what you shall 
put on. For life is more than food, 
and the body is more than clothing.” 
We have learned from the Scripture 
that truly the harvest is plentiful, but 
the laborers are few. If we continue 
to work and be faithful as those who 
have gone on before us, our church 
can and will regain the many God 
given blessings destroyed by the 
flood. More importantly, in doing so, 
we will prepare ourselves to be 
ready when He comes and says: 
“Well done my faithful servant, 
come unto me and rest.” May God 
continue to bless our church and all 
of you.

During the winter months, we of 
ten hear of people who are killed in 
house fires, Being prepared or know 
ing what to do in case fire breaks out

Here are some guidelines for a 
family fire escape plan 

The time to prepare for tire survi- 
val is before a fire, not alter one, 
While you may know about fire sur- 
vival practices, it’s important to be 
able to perform them under the stress 
of an actual fire. Prepare yourself 
and your family for the possibility of 
1 fire by understanding and practic- 
ingg some of the basi steps ina fire 
escape plan 

Make an escape route from cach 
room in your home, paying special 
attention to the bedrocm since night- 
time fires are usually the most seri- 
ous. Have an alternate route availa- 
ble, such as a window, from each 
room because you can’t always 
count on using a hallway or a stair- 
way 

When mapping out family escape 
plans, consider very young children, 
invalids and elderly people. These 
groups will need special assistance 
in escaping from home fires.

Think Creatively 
To Reduce Waste 


By thinking creatively, you can 
discover many uses for common 
items and new possibilities for 
source reduction and recycling. Here 
are just a few ideas to reduce the 
amount and the toxicity of solid 
wasle. 

*Turn a giant cardboard box into 
a child’s playhouse. 

*Transform a plastic ice cream 
tub into a flower pot. Use an egg car- 
ton to plant seedlings. 

*Give pet hamsters or gerbils 
paper towel and toilet paper card- 
board tubs to play with. 

*Turn used tires (not steel-belted) 
into children’s swings or other play- 
ground equipment.

Fertilizing Fish Ponds Critical To Fish Size 


Every fish pond in Alabama There has been some research that fertilizing, you may want to soil test ,

At one time liquid fertilizer 
was one of the cheapest ways to go, 
You could apply a gallon per acre to 
the pond, usually using a boat and 
some type spray rig and cover the 
pond as uniformly as possible. The 
fertilizer could even be diluted to 
help you do this, Another way is to 
use granular fertilizer which may be 
easier but is in some cases a little 
more expensive. Granular fertilizers 
can also be spread from a boat just 
strewing it over the water much like 
you would over land. Most pond fer- 
ulizer will be heavy on the nitrogen 
and phosphate end but does not need 
a whole lot of potassium or potash. 
Most of the rates for granular ferti- 
lizer differ depending on the prod- 
uct. If you use a 20-20-5 mixture, I 
would put around 40 pounds fertiliz- 
er to the acre. If you use an 18-46-0, 
I would put about 18-20 pounds to 
the acre. 

If you are not planning to fertilize 
more than once or twice a year, it 
may be better not to fertilize at all.

Low Interest Housing 
Repair Loans And 
Grants Available 


Horace H, Horm, Jr., State Direc- 
tor for Farmers Home Administra- 
ution (FmHA), announced they re- 
cently received a substantial increase 
in loan and grant funds to assist very 
low income persons repair substan- 
dard owner-occupied housing. 

These funds are available through 
FmHA’s Section 504 housing pro- 
gram. The housing to be repaired 
must be located in a rural area which 
includes most towns in Alabama not 
exceeding population of 20,000. If 
the home owner is 62 years of age or 
older and it is projected by a budget 
that they cannot repay all or a part of 
the loan, they may receive a grant of 
up to $5,000 under this program. 
The maximum amount of the loan 
may be up to $15,000 with an inter- 
est rate of 1% amortized over 20 
years. A combination loan and grant 
could total $20,000. 

Grant funds must be sued exclu- 
sively to remove safety and health 


hazards; however, loan funds may be 
used to make changes to the dwell- 
ing for convenience or cosmetic pur- 
poses.
